W ith only his head emerging, Sher­ 
iff C. F. Allison, of New Cumberland, 
struggled for his lite in 20 feet of 
water in the Ohio river Saturday aft­ 


ernoon, and when finally rescued was 
so exhausted and chilled that he tvas 
revived with difficulty. 
Only 
for a 


heavy overcoat which he was wearing 
at the tim e he fell into the stream 
his death would doubtless have been 
a certainty. 
Sheriff Allison started to cross the 
river from Congo to W ellsville. 
Ice 
had formed at the bank and extended 
out for a distance of about 30 feet 
and the sheriff w’alked out 
to meet 
the skiff owned by Robert Johnson, 
which was anchored 
at 
the 
edge. 
When lie was within about IO feet of 
the skiff the ice underneath him gave 
way and he took a downward plunge 
before he had tim e to step back. 
As he dropped through the open­ 
ing the slieriffi’s coat, which was of 
heavy cloth and worn loosely. Spread 
nut over the solid ice and thus kept 
his head above water. 
Though held 
firmly in this perilous position 
the 
•sheriff struge^ed as best he could to 
keep from going farther down. 
Ferrym an Johnson hurried to 
the 
rescue as quickly as possible, and with 
the 
aid of oars succeeded, after he­ 
roic efforts, in getting Mr. Allison 
to shore.

Stout is charged with absconding 
with $800 of the funds of E ast Pales­ 
tine.

early last year.

November 5. It was a part of his offi­ 
cial work to make collections from 
patrons of the light plant.

The people abroad are not half as enthusiastic as the Americans 
are. 
I f you were to compare them, you would find that in the tine 
arts the really e n th u s ia s tic Americans would far outbalance the mass 


of foreigners. 
When the opportunities here are improved and the facilities 
made as fine as they are in France, it will be more profitable to 
Americans to study here and only spend a year or so abroad. 
The possibilities in this country are magnificent. 
I hope to live 
to see the day when Americans and foreigners will find it to their 
advantage to study in an American national school of art. 
I he 
time is sure to come. 
I believe that when an artist or sculptor has 
received the benefits of the training of years in the best school of 
its kind he should return to his own country and apply what he has 


learned to his country’s needs. 
The French nation sends over students to study electrical engi­ 
neering in America, and will not tho time corno when the same 
nation will send over its students to study tho fine arts here?

If the 
initial aim is perfect and til** force of delivery neither too crest nor too small, 
it may yet happen, especially toward the end of the course, that some little 
flaw in the ice, some drift of snow or other slight obstruction, may cause the 
atone either to move so slowly or to deviate in such a way that it fails to reach 
tim spot for which it was designed, 
it is at this moment rather than at the 
beginning that tile greatest anxiety on the part of the players is observed. 
Here it is th at they freely use their brooms or even get down wi>on their knees 
to rub the ice. 
It is much the same with tile development of a human being. 
Nature 
starts us oft' with an immense hereditary push and for the most part in the 
right direction. 
During the earliest years the momentum of growth is so 
great, at least with those well born, that nothing less than an exceedingly 
untoward environment is sufficient to produce a conspicuous deviation or ar­ 
rest. But with the approach of adolescence or the culmination of tile period 
of development the hereditary fom is more easily modified or deranged, aud 
even the slightest influences of environment are sufficient to produce all the 
difference between failure aud success. 
During the first two years of puberty physical changes indicated mentally 
by vague, undefined, sensations and lower ranges of desire first assert them­ 
selves. 
They push their way info the personal perception which has gradual­ 
ly been expanding during childhood proper. 
At the same time there is also 
a distinct enlargement of the more altruistic moral functions. 
These vari­ 
ous factors ere at first not thoroughly co-ordinated, and the years between 17 
and 25, or adolescence proper, is thus largely a period of fusion, during which 
a certain amount of lack of balance* is not such a serious indication of defect 
as it would ta* either earlier or later in life. 
That the plasticity of this period—-its transform ing power and its consequent 
survival value—is focused on the sexual functions and on the physical, men­ 
tal aud spiritual capacities directly connected therewith is an arrangement of 
the greatest economy in m aintaining the stability and insuring the progress 
of the race. 
In this respect tilt* psycho-sexual correlations are particularly 
noteworthy. 
In human society it is not merely physical vigor which deter­ 
mines one’s opportunity to love, and even this very necessary basis is found 
valuable and attractive in sexual selection largely because it affords a means 
of expression for finer and more passionate elements. 
The character of a 
woman’s smile, for example, goes further than the shape of her mouth, and 
a man’s walk is admired when tin* weight of his muscles is neglected, in 
both cases because these things are regarded as indications of an inner stale. 
Further than this, it is love which aw akens the soul to the main fulfill­ 
ment of her powers. 
Like sleeping beauty, she lias lain dormant through 
these dim years of childhood, but now the deep physiological force of Love, 
like a true prince, breaks through all obstructions and wakens her with Ills 
magic kiss. 
It is a period of regeneration. 
New aspirations make their ap­ 
pearance. 
Ideals become more altruistic. 
Enthusiasm normally character­ 
ises every effort. The sublime and tile beautiful appear in their true impor­ 
tance. 
The whole world is tinged with an air of romance, which means in 
reality th at everything good seems suddenly capable of being accomplished. 
This immense reserve energy makes itself felt iii every direction. 
Intel­ 
lectually it is seen in the increasing range of ideas which tile adolescent be­ 
comes capable of grouping together. 
Ills associational powers are greatly 
enlarged. He develops a sense for harmonious wholes. This is sometimes of 
a logical character, but more frequently the principle of integration is much 
deeper than mere logic, which is often used rather as un ornamental form, 
mainly useful in dazzling those who are unable to penetrate farther than the 
surface. 
This increased capacity for system atization arises, consciously or 
unconsciously, from the neisls of life. Adolescence is a period of thoughts, 
desires, wider .trains of images, partial experiences iii a word, because it is 
necessary that the individual project himself in time to an extent that will 
cover at least his sexual life, in order that the children w hich may possibly 
spring from him be favored in the struggle for existence. 
When the par­ 
tial experiences, desires, ideals, etc., of this period cannot he realized, their 
raison d’etre has entirely disappeared. 
It must be observed, however.th at in community life desire* aud ideals may 
persist in individuals which will never be completed by these individuals 
themselves, but which, nevertheless, have the greatest effect Iii making 
larger and better the lives of other people, and especially other people’s chil­ 
dren. 
It may be that such individuals, many of them members of the third 
sex, are properly described as degenerates, but if so we must admit a larger 
view in which the degenerate is not merely the scapegoat of the commu­ 
nity, eliminating human ills by being sacrificed in natural selection—thus 
bearing our sins unto the wilderness—but is at the same time, in many cases 
at least, a positive benefit to the race. To such a class belongs a considerable 
part of our teaching force. The dreams and ideals originally developed to fa­ 
vor the family have become in their case diverted in the interests of a larger 
group. 
Tile tendency to form systeufatizations of thought in connection with sex­ 
ual feeling is thoroughly exemplified in tin* process of falling in love. From an 
intellectual standpoint, indeed, tins passion may bi* described as a systematiza­ 
tion In which the Image of the loved one is always present as the center 
around which is crystallized every sensation and every thougut. 
It is the same way with the more radiated adolescent enthusiasms, which 
an* all of them kinds of falling in love. The preoccupations of religion, art aud 
philosophy, springing psychologically from this very source, are responsible 
for the largest aud most comprehensive systems of thought of which the hu­ 
man mind is capable. Their main function is to offer better forms of loving 
as well as of ordinary living. 
Along lower ranges superior systematization manifests itself in the grasp 
of farreaching industrial conditions, the ability to evolve schemes and proj­ 
ects well fitted to their purposes and the capacity for careful speculation so 
characteristic of the business man, whose activity, consciously or not, is tho 
outgrowth of an instinct to provide for those dependent upon him. 
Even in morbid easies systematization shows its intim ate connection with 
sex. in women often concerning itself directly with children, while in men may 
be observed obsessions and delusions reflecting more masculine physiological 
tendencies. 
Systematization is a function which indicates the use of associational fibers 
and depends on'an increase in the brain paths used. Adolescence, however, as* 
serfs itself also in the manner in which these brain paths are used. This is a 
m atter of disposition of energy and can best be understood by a slight com­ 
parison of the sexes, the differences of which at this age become more marked. 
These differences, it is to be noticed, are not less striking from a mental 
than from a physical standpoint. Probably the most comprehensive view of 
this phase of the m atter has been brought out by Havelock Ellis, who 
•how s that, on the whole, the female sex in lower forms of life, as well as in 
human beings, tends more easily and for longer periods toward the accumula­ 
tion of energy and material, while the male sex accumulates mainly for 
the purpose of immediate expenditure. Not only physically, but mentally, mor­ 
ally and spiritually, man is by his very constitution more violent than woman 
•and exposed to all the dangers as well as reaping the advantages characteris­ 
tic of such a temperament. 
To say that man is stronger than woman refers only to this quality of vio­ 
lence. 
His grip on the dynamometer is two or three times greater than wo­ 
man's, and he can handle better the pickax or the club. 
The implications 
of this physical peculiarity are not, however, so insignificant as it might 
appear. 
It follows therefrom, indeed, that not only all energetic labor, but 
also the direction of labor, can be more economically and effectually accom­ 
plished by him. He who directs work must kDow what that work is by actu­ 
al experience. 
The foreman of the gang knows by remembered effect un 
bis own muscles just what he may expect in both force and adjustm ent from 
every man under his charge. 
He is thus not likely to demand either too 
much or too little 
The captain of a steamship, to take another example, 
could not safely he a woman, even although no actual physical work is* re­ 
quired of such an officer. 
An understanding of the e f f o r t s required. * - ra­ 
cially In times of strain, would not be possible to ber except from a meag 
y 
intellectual standpoint. 
In all effort requiring physical force, as well 
rn 
the mental organization of such effort, man must always be the prime mover. 
Even professions,, such a* that of law, whiclj require great expenditure of en- 
r :

That any prospectus or announce­ 
m ent of any kind s o licitin g subscrip­ 
tions, which fails to make full disclos­ 
ures as aforesaid, or which is false, 
should be deemed fraudulent, 
and 
that all information concerning the 
corporation should be open to invest­ 
ors, and that th** larger corporations 
—the so-called trusts—should lie re­ 
quired to publish annually a properly 
audited report, showing in reasonable 
detail their a s s e t s and liabilities, with 
profit or loss, such report and audit 
under oath to be subject to govern­ 
m ent inspection, 
The 
commission 
further 
recom­ 
mends in part: 
District attorneys lie authorized *j 
sue for violations 
of

trust laws. 
Combinations restraining trad.* or 
production should be declared unlaw­ 
ful. 
Congress and state legislatures pass 
laws punishing rate discriminations. 
State legislatures pass laws to pre* 
vent ov*t capitalization.

interstate 
commerce. 
There be created in th** trade bu­ 
reau for registration of state corpor­ 
ations in interstate or foreign com­ 
merce, for supervision purposes, ani 
to furnish congress proper informa­ 
tion for possible future legislation.

years the momentum of growth 
is so 
great, at least with those well horn. that nothing less Hum an exe**ediugly 
untow ard environment is sufficient to produce a conspicuous deviation or a r ­ 
rest. 
But with the approach of adolescence or the culmination of the period 
of development th*' hereditary’ fore* :s more easily' modified or deranged, aud 
even the slightest influences of environment ar** sufficient to prod nee all the 
difference between failure and success. 
During the first two years of puberty physical changes indicated mentally 
by vague, undefined, sensations aud lower ranges of desire first assert them ­ 
selves. 
They push their w ay into the personal perception which has gradual­ 
ly been expanding during childhood proper. 
At the same time there is also 
a instinct enlargement of the more altruistic moral functions. 
Tiles** vari­ 
ous factors are at first not thoroughly co-ordinated, and th** years betw«*on 17 
and 25, or adolescence proper, is thus largely a period of fusion, during which 
a certain am ount of lack of balance* is not such a serious indication of def**ct 
as It would ta* either earlier or later in life. 
T hat the plasticity of this period its transform ing power and its consequent 
survival value—is focused on the sexual functions and on tin* physical, men­ 
tal aud spiritual capacities directly connected therewith is an arrangem ent of 
the greatest economy in maintaining tin* stability and insuring tin* progress 
of the race. 
In this respect the psycho-sexual correlations are particularly 
noteworthy. 
In hum an society it is not merely physical vigor which deter­ 
mines one’s opportunity lo love, aud even this very necessary basis is found 
valuable and attractive in sexual selection largely because it affords a means 
of expression for finer and more passionate elements, 
'rile character of a 
w om an’s smile, for example, goes further than the shape of her mouth, and 
a m an’s walk is admired when tin* weight of his muscles is neglected, in 
both cases because these things are regarded as indications of an inner state. 
Further than this, it is love which aw akens the soul to the main fulfill­ 
ment of her powers. 
Like sleeping beauty, she lias lain dorm ant through 
these dim years of childhood, but now th** deep physiological force of Love, 
like a true prince, breaks through all obstructions and wakens her with his 
magic kiss. 
It is a period of regeneration. 
New’ aspirations make their ap­ 
pearance. 
Ideals become more altruistic. 
Enthusiasm normally character­ 
izes every effort. The sublime and the beautiful appear in their tnt** impor­ 
tance. 
The whole world is tinged with an air of romance, which means in 
reality th at everything good seems suddenly capable of being accomplished. 
This immense reserve energy makes Itself felt in every direction. 
Intel­ 
lectually it is seen iii the increasing range of ideas w hich the adolescent be­ 
comes capable of grouping together. 
His associational powers ar** greatly 
enlarged. 
He develops a sense for harmonious wholes. 
This is sometimes of 
a logical character, but more frequently th** principle of Integration is much 
deeper than mere logic, which is often used rather as an ornamental form, 
mainly useful in dazzling those who are unable to penetrate farther than th** 
surface. 
This increased capacity for systematization arises, consciously or 
unconsciously, from the needs of lift*. Adolescence is a period of thoughts, 
desires, wider .trains of images, partial experiences in a word. because it is 
necessary that the individual project himself in time to an extent that will 
cover at least his sexual Iii**, in order that the children w hich may possibly 
spring from him be favored in the struggle for existence. 
When the par­ 
tial experiences, desires, ideals, etc., of this period cannot he realized, their 
raison d ’etre has entirely disappeared. 
It m ust be observed, however, that in community life desires and ideals may 
persist In individuals which will never be completed by these individuals 
themselves, but which, nevertheless, have the greatest effect iii making 
larger and better the lives of other people, aud especially other people’s chil­ 
dren. 
It may be that such individuals, many of them members of the third 
sex, are properly described as degenerates, but if so we m ust admit a larger 
view in which the degenerate is not merely the scapegoat of th** com mu­ 
nity, eliminating human ills by being sacrificed in natural selection—thus 
bearing our sins unto tho wilderness— but is at the same time, iii many cases 
at least, a positive benefit to th** race. To such a class belongs a considerable 
part of our teaching force. 
The dream s and ideals originally developed to fa­ 
vor the family have become iii their case diverted iii the interests of a larger 
group. 
The tendency to form system^fixations of thought in connection with sex­ 
ual feeling is thoroughly exemplified in the process of falling in love. 
From an 
Intellectual standpoint, indeed, this passion may bi* described as a system atiza­ 
tion in which the image of the loved one is always present as tho center 
around which is crystallized every sensation and every thought. 
It is tin* same way with til** more radiated adolescent enthusiasms, which 
are all of them kinds of falling in love. Tile preoccupations of religion, art and 
philosophy, springing psychologically from this very sou re**, are responsible 
for the largest and most comprehensive systems of thought of which the hu­ 
man mind is capable. 
Their main function is to offer better forms of loving 
as well as of ordinary living. 
Along lower ranges superior systematization manifests itself in the grasp 
of farreaching industrial conditions, the ability to evolve schemes and proj­ 
ects well fitt**d to their purposes and the capacity for careful speculation so 
characteristic of the business man, whose activity, consciously or not, is tLo 
outgrowth of an instinct to provide for those dependent upon him. 
Even In morbid cases systematization shows its intimate connection with 
sex. in women often concerning itself directly with children, while in men may 
be observed obsessions and delusions reflecting more masculine physiological 
tendencies. 
Systematization is a function which indicates the use of associational fillers 
and depends on'a ii increase in the brain paths used. Adolescence, however, as­ 
serts itself also in the m anner iii which these brain paths are used. 
'lins is a 
m atter of disposition of energy and can best be understood by a slight com­ 
parison of the sexes, the differences of which ut this age become more marked. 
These differences, it Is to be noticed, are not less striking from a mental 
than from a physical standpoint. Probably the most comprehensive view of 
this phase of tho m atter has been brought out by Havelock Ellis, wiio 
shows that, ou the whole, the female sex in lower forms of life, as well as in 
hum an beings, tends more easily and for longer periods toward the accumula­ 
tion of energy and material, while the male sex accumulates mainly for 
the purpose of immediate expenditure. Not only physically, but mentally, mor­ 
ally and spiritually, man is by his very constitution more violent than woman 
and exposed to all the dangers as well as reaping the advantages characteris­ 
tic of such a temperament. 
To say that man is stronger than woman refers only to this quality of vio­ 
lence. 
His grip on the dynam om eter is two or three times greater than wo­ 
man’s, and he can handle better the pickax or the club. 
The implications 
of this physical peculiarity are not, however, so insignificant as it might 
appear. 
It follows therefrom, indeed, that not only all energetic labor, but 
also the direction of labor, can be more economically and effectually accom­ 
plished by him. H e who directs work must know w hat that work is by actu­ 
al experience. 
The foreman of th** gang knows by remembered effect on 
bis own muscles just w hat he may expect in both force and adjustm ent :: un 
every man under his charge. 
He is thus not likely to demand eithe:

much or too little 
The captain of a steamship, to take another example, 
could not safely be a woman, even although no actual physical work he r e ­ 
quired of such an officer. 
An understanding of the efforts required. 
d ally in times of strain, would not be possible to ber except from a meag 
Intellectual standpoint. 
In all effort requiring physical force, as well a- .u 
the mental organization of such effort, man must always l*e the prime mover. 
Even professions such as th a t of law, which require great expenditure of en-

orgy in short periods ct strain, as in the culminating speech to a Jury, are like­ 
ly to yield their best fruits to men. 
Success in such cases belongs to the in­

Men die much more read­ 
ily than women. One hundred and six boy babies are born for every hundred 
girl babies, and yet after <10 women, arc much in th** majority, 
.bhd because 
they are more energetic men are also lazier than women, at least iii the in­ 
tervals of expenditure. 
Morally they are disposed more easily to crime, es­ 
pecially crimes of violence. 
There ar*1 nun** suicides aiming men. and there is 
more insanity. 
Tiler** are. however, als*) a larger number of inventors, even 
in such fields as music, where there are dozens of women who ars taught 
music for every man who knows anything about it.

W ith the introduction of the insur­ 
ance bills into the house late Wednes­ 
day night the last but one, or perhaps 
two, of w hat are to Le known as Hie 
distinctively adm inistration 
taxation 
measures was placed before the gen­ 
eral assembly for action. 
These bills 
followed tho bills taxing corporations 
and formed a distinct feature of the 
governor's plan to raise money for 
state purposes and do aw ay with the 
state levy. 
They were five in number 
m d levy assessments upon insurance 
companies, both foreign and domestic, 
as well as building and loan associa­ 
tions and those* fire assessm ent com­ 
panies which abound am ong the farm ­ 
in g population and are known as farm ­ 
ers’ mutuals. 
Though not to the ex­ 
te n t contemplated, one of the bills af­ 
fects the tiro m arshal’s office and re­ 
duces the levy for its support by one- | 
half. 
In ease the am ount now derived 
from th e insurance tax is not sufficient 
to meet the expenses of this depart­ 
ment, th e deficiency will have to be 
inst by the emergency board and the 
money taken from tho general fund. ' 
T h e first and most im portant of these 
insurance bills levies a tax of three 
per cent upon the gross premium re­ 
ceipts of all foreign insurance com­ 
panies, both fire and life, doing busi- j 
ness in the state. 
This is an increase 
from two and one-half per cent, and 
will, it is estimated, bring something 
like an additional $400,000 annually in­ 
to the state treasury. Heretofore one- 
half of one per cent of the money re­ 
ceived from this tax. or nearly $10,000, 
has been devoted to paying the ex­ 
penses of the fire m arsh al’s office. 
T h at appropriation is. by the new bill, 
reclin ed to one-quarter of one per cent 
and the direct result of such enaction 
will bo the necessity of reducing the 
num ber of fire deputies in tile state 
and a general curtailing of expenses. 
T he second insurance bill touches live* 
stock 
insurance 
companies— th ose 
which insure live stock and nothing 
citee. 
These companies, when formed, 
are to be assessed a fee of $10 for tile 
Issuing of articles of incorporation. 
Beyond that they are required to file 
annual statem ents with the superin­ 
tendent 
of insurance, 
setting 
forth 
their assets, liabilities, etc. 
If the 
showing made in this be satisfactory 
a certificate perm itting the continua­ 
tion of business will be given, ami for 
this a fee of $20 is to be assessed. 
The 
third bill affects farm ers’ assessment 
lire insurance companies 
a distinct 
class, 
it requires each of these com­ 
panies to file with the superintendent 
of insurance its articles of incorpora­ 
tion. samples of politdes. etc. and pay 
for this a fee of $10. 
A annal state­ 
m ents must also be filed with the su­ 
perintendent of insurance, and lf by 
these the receipts for the year are 
shown to be $2,500 or less, an assess­ 
m ent of $10 will lie levied against the j 
company. 
If the receipts exceed $2,500 
th e assessment will be $20. 
Failure to 
file their annual statement or to fully 
answ er anv question asked by the sn- I 


and annual renewals of tho same a fee 
of $50. Annual statem ents are required 
from both foreign an I domestic asso­ 
ciations and a tax of one-twentieth of 
one per cent will be assessed upon the 
gross assets as shown by these state­ 
ments. Tn addition to all this, for each 
copy of any paper filed in the office of 
the state inspector a fee of twentv-flve 
cents will be charged, and for affixing 
his seal or certifying to any paper the 
inspector must collen a dollar. 
The 
next bill to be introduced and ii]>on 
Villeh work is now being done will 
apply to Ohio life companies and will 
probably assess a tax of one-tenth of 
one per cent upon the gross premium 
receipts, 
The estim ate is that the 
money received in ail these ways from 
the insurance companies will bring in­ 
to the state annually more than ST­ 
OOP.OOO. and it is understood there will 
be but little if any objection upon the 
part of the insurance companies to 
their enactm ent p a haps for fear that 
a too violent agitation of the m atter 
might lead to a f**»*t**(»j» increase in­ 
stead of a cutting down. 
The same spirit of endorsement is 
not. however, given by the corpora* 
lions to the bills levying a tax against 
them, and especially is this true in re 
gard to the Willis Iii]] requiring Ohio 
corporations to file an annual state­ 
ment, for which a fee of one-tenth of 
one per cent of the authorized capital 
Stock will be collected.

meeting either in person or by proxy 
will be required to decide upon an 
abandonm ent of corporate authority. 


The long-looked-for municipal code 
bill has been put in by Mr. Comings of 
Lorain.

During th** first two years of puberty physical changes indicated mentally 
by vague, undefined sensations and lower ran ges of d esire first assert them­ 
selves. 
They push their way into the personal p ercep tion which lias gradual­ 
ly 
been expanding during childhood proper. 
At til** same tim** there i- also 
a distinct enlargement o f tin* more altruist ie moral functions. 
These vari­ 
ous factors ere at first not thoroughly co-ordinated, and tin* years between 17 
and 25, or adolescence ]>r< I cr, is thus largely a period of fusion, during which 
a certain amount of lark of ba I a ne*- is not such a serious indication o f defect 
as it would I/** either earlier or later in life. 
That the plasticity of this period its transforming power and its consequent 
survival value—is focused on the sexual functions and on the physical, men­ 
tal aud spiritual capacities directly connected therewith is an arrangement <*f 
th** greatest economy in maintaining tilt* stability and insuring th** progress 
of the race, 
in this respect the psycho-sexual correlations are particularly 
noteworthy. 
In human society it is not merely physical vigor which deter­ 
mines one's opportunity to love, and even this very necessary basis is found 
valuable and attractive in sexual selection largely because it affords a means 
of expression for finer and more passionate dem ents.
